The yormg men went down with the 
instnctor, as bad been their wont fur 
fhe last f^ weeks, to stndy practical 
DiininR. AV five were alxnit to be 
gradnated and were taking tke course 
fan the mine preparatory to their final 
e.xaniiniitioiif). Their families have been 
notititd iuid the fathers of two have 
gone to Przibrjun from FYagne, and the 
fathers of the other three are expected 
tonight. They were BUiumoned merely 
to identify the bodies of their sons, as 
all hope that any of the imprisoned 
miners will be taken oDt alive has beta 

al'iiiidoned. 

The work "f brinsfinij; up the Iwdies 
has been continued steadily. Those at a 
distance from the abaft were on their 
fsoes, sad ten in a group were prostrate 
with tbeir beads wrapped in coats.. 
Most of the men were suffocated, it is 
thoiiRht, before the flames reached them. 
In one narrow ;,'allery fit teen ( liarred 
trunks were found in a lieap of embert;, 
but such cases of cremation sesm to 
have been the exception. 

The bodies have been laid out online 
boards nnde^ a temporary lean-to against 
the company's shops at the mouth of the 
pit. Conivaratively few of the Ixxlies 
have been identified. Alxmt twejity-five 
have l)een taken away 1>y the widows of 
dead miners. More than 125 are still 
nnclaimea as the disfiguration of the 
features has rendered most of them nn- 
recofrnizable. The cage brings up the 
Ixidies, nine or ten at a time. When the 
poisoiums vajiois in the far inteiior of 
the mine liave been abated, tlie work 
will be carried ou more rapidly a.s ut 
present the sssrchws hare to proceed 
with extreme cars and have not ventured 
into the parts last burned and to which 
the majority of the minei-s ace thought 
to have been driven by tlie advancing 
flames. 

It is estimated tliat more than 2(X) 
fMnilies representing ahuost l,UUOof the 
popnlationof Przibram have been left 
destitute and helpless by the aoddent. 
The i lerjiy of the city have been in the 
field arotnid the pits moutli distributing 
iiKiney and fuinl and free dinners will 1)e 
jjivcn to tlie f utters by tlie city autliori- 
tics to-moiTow. Appeals for help havo 
been sent out in all (lirections and about 
10,000 gulden are said to have been re- 
ceive<l from Prague alone. Emperor 
Franz Joseph has sent a contribution, 
and has ilisiiatt hed an uttidal from tht 
department of the interior to make a 
tq>pcial inpoi t of the disa.st< r. Mucli f 
the money will be used to bm-y we 
bocdss of the dead miners as their Ufr'- 
lies are too destitute to pay the expenses 
of burial.

On last Thursday night Porter re- 
turned to his home and got in through 
the window. He went to liis wife's bed 
room and with a laige liunting knife cut 
her almost to pieces. He did no harm 
to the baby, or to Mrs. Porter's sisti r. 
Porter escaiied, but a large fort e of men 
are limiting for him, who say they will 
hum linii at the stake shoold JM ftu into 
tlieir hands.

June 3.— The south- 
bound Giicago and GkJveston express, 
No. 408, on the Santa Fe, due at 11:80 

Wetlnesday r'ght, did not arrive until 
nearly 0 o'iI.mIv vesterday iiioniintj. 
The cause of the delay was the lioldiug 
up of tlie train at Red Rock in the 
Cherokee strip, and the robbery of the 
expre^j^ car. Red Bock is a vmlw sta- 
tion, and just SB the train wa.<« starting 
up two masked men jumped up on the 
engine, and with dra%\Ti Winchesters, 
compelled Engineer Carlnack t<j stop 
the train. 

The engineer and his fireman were 
then conij)el]ed to descend from the en- 
gine. Here they fouml four other 
marked men wlio went to thv mail car 
and comiielled Messengers Williams and 
Taylor to dismount. The e.vpress oar 
wa.s next and was the objective point of 
the robbers. Fireman Rogers wan com- 
pelled to break in the door of the express 
(ar with a pick, while the two maske<l 
men st(j(xl near. The otlier four robbers 
kept np a continual firing through the 
sides of the car. The express messenger 
returned the fire through the door, per- 
forating Rogers' clothes with several 
bullets. 

As soon as the door gave way, Rogers 
was jm.shed in and the two robbers fol- 
lowed. The express messengers, Whitt- 
lesy and Richey, then suiTeiideied and 
Fireman Rocers wa<* compelled to break 
open the safe with a sledge. The thieves 
heljied themselves to the contents and 
relieved Ricl: ey of i.'M and a gold watch 
and then mounted their horses and rode 
away. They were unlucky in the selec- 
tion of the night, a^ the express business 
was small, and they did not se<'nre more 
than t^iOO or $4<X». Only two nights be- 
fore this the train carried !j."iil.(M)(>. 

The robb eiy Ufok place only a few 
miles froiD where the same train was 
robbed a vear a!<o l)y the Dal tons, and it 
is believetl that the same crowd held np 
the train 'Wednesday night Nobody 
I Uvea at Bed Rock but the agent and a 
few section mpii. and as they had no 
horses a chitsc could not be given. A 
large posse left here at daylight for the 
scene, but as it is over lifcy mUes 
distant the rubbers will get a good 
start. 

THK WAR'S MIOH W ATER MARK. 

Dedieatlnn of the Shaft Mavhli^ (M 
Blftoric Spot. ' 

(iKTTVsHt ito. Pa.. June ;i.— The high 
water mark monument was dedicated 
here yesterday uffenioon in this presence 
of an immense throng, largely compoeed 
of union veterans and in which the 
First, Second, Third, Fifth, Sixth, 
Eleventh and Twelfth army corps, as 
well as the artillerj' and oavalnr, were 
well repreeented, togetlMT wftn tiie 
representatives of the jkOBJ Ot the 
Potomac, the executives Of this and 
iuljacent states and othm. 

The oration was dsttTWed by Oon- 
gres.sniau H. H. Bingham, ot Philadel- 
jihia, who waa woondsd in tibe famous 
battle sf whidl this iftomuisnt is a me- 
morial. Qeneral Bingham was captain 
and Judge advocate on the staff of Maicr 
( ieneral Hancock, and was in the thick 
of the fray during Longstreet's assault. 
When Brigadier General Armistead 
with one hundred of his men led' the 
advance of Longstreet's columii in the 
most daring manner over the stone wall 
liehind which the Philadelnhia brigade 
lay and when Armistead fell mortally 
wounded within the Union lines, it was 
Captain Bingham who received his mes- 
sages and keepsakes to be sent, through 
Ueneral Hancock, to his family. At tiie 
battle of Gettysburg he was wounded in 
the head, near the copse of woods where 
the monument is erected. 

RAN DO WN BY A ~TRAIN. 

A Father KlUsil and HU Daackter UH- 

onsly Injured. 

Green Bpbino, O., June 3.— At 7 
o'clock yesterday morning, David Kess- 
ler, a wealthy farmer of Adams town- 
ship, tliis county, accompanied by his 
daughter, a miss of eif^hteeu, whil" 
crossinij the Xickel Plate railio;ul at 
Lelandsvilh-, wa.s run down liy the west- 
bound local freight, resulting in injuries 
to himself from which he died an liour 
later, and probably fitel lAjnxiee to hia 
daughter. 

The team was iinnoriced by the train 
hands until within si.\ty feet "of the scene 
of the accident.
